The  building,  which  took  two  years  to  construct  and  cost  approximately  $  8.5  million,  is 
81,000  square  feet  and  has  three  floors,  Dubois  said. 

"There  is  Jmething  here  for  all  of  us,  but  this  is  all  about  the  students,"  Webb  said. 

fhe  facility  includes  two  basketball  courts,  a  free-weight  room,  a  strength  machine 
room,  a  card,  vascular  room,  two  game  rooms,  three  raquetball  courts  and  a  one-ninth  mile 
rubberized  track,  which  overlooks  the  campus. 

The  ardiovascular  room  includes  a  cardiotheater  system,  DuBois  said.  Students  can 
bring  their  own  headprBes  to  plug  into  the  machines  to  hear  any  one  of  the  six  televisions  in  the 
room. 

here  a-Hso  men's  and  women's  locker  rooms  with  showers  and  small  coin-operated 
lockers,  DuBois  said. 

Anyone  who  has  membership  to  the  facility  will  be  given  two  clean  towels  each  day  he 
5g     or  she  uses  the  facility,  he  said.  Everyone  is  required  to  wipe  down  each  machine  he  or  she  uses 
when  finished. 

Membership  rates  for  NSU  alumni  are  $35  a  month  or  $360  a  year.   For  current  NSU 
faculty  and  star  members,  membership  is  $20  a  month  or  $240  a  year.   For  retired  faculty  and  staff 
members,  membership  is  $25  a  month.  For  Louisiana  School  students,  faculty 
and  staff  members,  membership  is  $35  a  month.

Kelly  said  she  is 
pleased  with  the  number  of  student  contracts.  The  hall  houses  mostly  freshmen  and  sophomores, 
but  a  few  upperclassmen  also  call  it  home.

Knowing  a  familiar  face  on  campus  is  the  same  reason  Jessica  Irving,  a 
sophomore  general  studies  major,  transferred  to  NSU  from  the  University  of  New 
Orleans. 

She  remained  happy  about  her  decision. 

"NSU  is  a  real  good  school/'  Irving  said.  "It's  interesting." 

Both  Irving  and  Sidney  said  NSU  has  been  welcoming  and  supportive  to 
displaced  students. 

Sidney  said,  "The  whole  process  was  painless." 

She  nentioned  she  liked  the  friendly  atmosphere  most  about  NSU  but  said  she 
had  encountered  some  rude  remarks  such  as  being  referred  to  as  a  refugee  or  even 
hearing  "Those  evacuees  are  taking  over." 

But  despite  the  friendly  atmosphere,  both  Sidney  and  Irving  plan  to  return 
back  to  their  previous  universities  when  they  reopen.

"It's 
horrible/ 
Indeed,  perhaps  no  academic  violation  carries  with  it  so  strong  a  stigma  as  plagiarism.  NSU's 
•2006  Student  Handbook  defines  it  as  "the  use  of  any  other  person's  work  and  the  unacknowledged 
incorporation  of  that  work  in  one's  own  work  in  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements,"  and  states  that  a 
student  guilty  of  plagiarism  can  face  "probation,  suspension  or  expulsion." 

But  what  really  happens  when  a  student  commits  an  act  of  plagiarism  at  NSU,  and  how  often  does  it 
occur? 

Provost  and  Vice  President  of  Academic  Affairs  Tom  Hanson  said  he  has  not  had  to  deal  with  any 
ices  of  plagiarism  in  his  career  at  NSU.  He  said  it  is  "not  something  we  like  to  tolerate,"  but  that 
administrators  are  not  the  ones  usually  responsible  for  handling  plagiarism. 

That's  one  of  the  things  we  look  to  the  professors  to  handle  in  a  way  that  seems  appropriate  to 
them,"  Hanson  said. 
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Pritts  said,  "I've  always  been  told  here  in  the  Department  of  Langulge  and 
Communication  just  to  write  (my  plagiarism  policy)  on  riy  syllabus  ar§j  wlptever  I  write  is  the 
law  for  my  class,  and  the  department  will  back  me  up  on  that 

Most  professors,  Pritts  included,  agree  that  the  first  time  a  stu  ent 
a  class,  he  should  receive  a  zero  for  that  assignment.  A  second  case  of  pljiarism  often  results 
in  the  student  receiving  an  F  for  the  entire  course. 

Pritts  said  he  has  only  had  to  deal  with  one  case  If  plagiarismftt  N

Pritts  said  he  confronted  the  students  about  the  issue  and  learned  iiat  one  had  copied 
the  other's  paper.

Pritts  said  neither  student  attempted  to  pass  plagiarized  work  on  hi  i  again. 

Scholars'  College  Professor  of  Classics  Jean  D'ArrtBto  said  she  Jso  rps  encountered  only 
one  example  of  plagiarism  during  her  years  at  NSU. 

"Most  of  the  topics  that  we  have  people  write  papers  on  are  icfcsyrjratic,"  D'amato  said. 
"So  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  somebody  to  find  something  that  he 

D'Amato  said  she  had  no  difficulty  spotting  the  plagiarized  paper.

;  i$\  what  is  wrong.  Most  of  the  time,  it  is  probably  someone  who  locked  him 
or  herself  out  of  their  room. 

Hall  Senior  Residential  Advisor  David  Fox  said,  "As  a  R.A.,you  are  basically  always 
on  call." 

:,e  have  a  duty  night  once  a  week  when  we  have  to  sit  at  the  front  desk  from  6  p.m.  until 
midnight.  After  midnight,  we  can  leave  the  front  desk,  but  we  are  still  on  call  for  the  rest  of  the 
night.  We  also  work  one  full  weekend  a  month  (Friday,  Saturday,  and  Sunday)  and  have  to  be 
available  the  whole  weekend,"  Fox  said. 

Residential  advisors  do  not  just  sit  at  a  desk  and  answer  questions;  they  also  enforce  the 
rules  that  their  specific  dorm  requires. 

Quid  time  is  one  rule  that  I  don't  have  a  problem  enforcing,  but  every  dorm  is  different," 
Fox  said. 

Visitation  s  aimher  rule  that  has  to  be  enforced.  If  a  student  of  the  opposite  sex  is  visiting 
a  resident,  he  or  she  must  be  checked  in. 

The  residential  advisors  are  basically  the  face  of  the  university  for  first-time  freshmen.  R.A.s 
are  part-time  counselors  and  are  able  to  refer  those  students  to  people  around  campus  that  might 
be  helpful,  Fox  said. 

As  a  residential  advisor,  one  might  also  be  faced  with  having  to  resolve  fights  and  make 
sure  that  everyone  does  as  they  are  told. 

"I  find  that  guys  are  less  likely  to  carry  on  long-lasting  feuds,  so  I  find 
dealing  with  them  is  a  lot  easier"  Fox  said. 

Sylvia  Allen,  sophomore  criminal  justice  major  and  residential  advisor  in 
Bossier  Hall,  said,  "My  hall  is  pretty  quiet,  so  I  usually  get  to  sleep.  The  only  time 
that  I  don't  is  when  someone  gets  locked  out.  But  that  doesn't  happen  very  often." 

The  rules  for  Bossier  Hall  are  like  every  other  hall.  There  are  visitation  rules, 
quiet  times,  and  whatever  rules  the  residential  advisor  makes  up  for  their  hall. 

Allen  goes  to  class  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  from  10  a.m.  until 
noon  and  works  5  p.m.  until  6  p.m.  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  she  goes  to  class 
from  11  a.m.  until  3:15  p.m.  and  works  from  6  p.m.  until  midnight.  Even  though 
her  classes  and  work  hours  might  be  over,  she  is  still  on  call. 

Fox  said  the  job  can  be  intense  at  times. 

"Sometimes  it's  a  lot  more  than  one  person  can  handle,"  he  said.

Playing  for  the  biggest  rivalry  trophy  in  college  football  on  national  television,  the  Demons' 
Purple  Swarm  defense  came  to  life  as  NSU  downed  Stephen  F.  Austin  41-21  in  their  season 
finale  at  Turpin  Stadium. 

With  the  win,  the  Demons  kept  control  of  Chief  Caddo,  the  trophy  awarded  each  year  to 
the  winner  of  the  NSU-SFA  rivalry,  and  managed  to  finish  the  season  breaking  even  with  a  5-5 
record  overall,  while  going  3-3  in  the  Southland  Conference. 

Not  only  did  the  defense  manage  to  end  the  season  on  a  great  note  holding  SFA  to  only 
69  yards  rushing,  but  several  seniors  went  out  with  a  bang  as  they  wrapped  up  their  careers  as 
Demons. 

Linebacker  Paul  Mefford  returned  a  fumble  almost  50  yards  for  a  touchdown  to  get 
the  Demons  on  the  board  first  less  than  two  minutes  into  the  game,  and  safety  Bruce  Woods 
jumped  on  a  loose  ball  in  the  end  zone  during  the  third  quarter  to  extend  an  already  established 
NSU  lead  to  28-7. 

The  Demon  offense  fed  off  the  defense's  intensity  scoring  more  points  than  they  have 
all  season  as  senior  quarterback  Davon  Vinson  rushed  for  115  yards  and  a  touchdown  while 
completing  9-of-21  passes  for  103  yards.  Vinson's  totals  put  him  at  No. 2  on  NSU's  all-time  total 
offensive  yards  list  just  above  his  coach  Scott  Stoker. 

Shelton  Sampson,  who  was  sidelined  by  injuries  much  of  the  season,  made  the  most 
of  his  last  game  at  NSU.  The  tailback  scored  two  touchdowns,  the  first  from  ten  yards  out  to 
make  it  14-0  in  the  first  quarter  and  a  36-yard  scoring  run  early  in  the  second  half  making  it  21- 
7.  Sampson  finished  with  63  yards  on  10  carries. 

The  Demons  capped  off  their  scoring  efforts  late  in  the  fourth  quarter  on  tailback  Greg 
Skidmore's  34-yard  touchdown  run  as  NSU  finished  with  393  total  offensive  yards.

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"t  didn't  come  to  an  end  on  a  bright  shiny 
.day  that  the  NSU  baseball  team  had  grown 
accustomed  to  over  the  course  of  the  2005 
season.  Instead,  it  was  a  gloomy,  rain- 
delayed  12-4  loss  to  LSU  in  the  Baton  Rouge 
Regional  that  ended  a  fantastic  season. 
The  Demons  finished  1-2  in  the 
regional,  with  a  win  over  Marist.  This  marked 
NSU's  first  postseason  appearance  since  1994 
and  only  the  third  ever  in  school  history. 

NSU  marched  its  way  to  22  Southland 
Conference  wins,  which  is  a  school  and 
league  record,  while  only  dropping  five  SLC 
games,  lowest  in  school  history. 

For  only  the  sixth  time  in  NSU  history, 
the  Demons  had  40  victories,  capturing  their 
ninth  SLC  Championship  in  15  years,  and  they 
did  so  by  a  SLC  record  six-game  margin.  The 
team  also  boasted  the  nation's  best  home 
record  at  21-2. 

Most  noteworthy  of  NSU's  40  regular 
season  wins  were  victories  on  the  road  over 
national  power  Ole  Miss  and  College  World 
122  Series  participant  Baylor,  plus  wins  on  the  road  over  NCAA  Tournament 
selections  St.  John's  and  Oklahoma. 

NSU's  tough  schedule  also  slated  opening  the  season  with  a 
three-game  series  at  Wichita  State  and  three  different  meetings  with 
Louisiana-Lafayette. 

When  it  was  all  said  and  done,  NSU  was  still  holding  on  to  the 
No.  35  spot  on  the  National  College  Baseball  Writer's  Association  poll, 
and  the  accolades  began  rolling  in. 

Fli   ida  Marlins  selected  Blake  Jones,  a  reliever  and  designated  hitter  for  the 
r    ound  of  the  MLB  draft.  Jones  was  named  the  SLC  Player  of  the 
Year  and  was  the  only  Demon  named  to  the  2005  All-Louisiana  Baseball  Team  netting 
i        enior  from  Brandon,  Mississippi,  finished  second  on  the  team 
with  a  .350  batting  average,  seven  home  runs  and  48  runs  batted  in.   From  the  mound,

The  real  world  came  a  year  early  for  Holt  who  was  preparing  for  spring  graduation  this  year.

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John  Merrill  has  taught  and  lectured  around  the  world,  but  now  he  has  returned  to  the  place 
where  his  teaching  career  began:  NSU. 

Merrill  began  teaching  at  NSU  in  1951  as  an  assistant  professor  of  journalism.  At  that 
he  was  the  only  full-time  journalism  staff  member  and  also  served  as  the  faculty  adviser 
for  The  Current  Sauce  and  The  Potpourri. 

Merrill  said  he  left  NSU  10  years  later  because  he  was  offered  a  better  job  at  Texas 
•  I 

VI  had  been  promised  when  I  got  my  doctorate  I  would  be  promoted  (at  NSU),  and  I 

:.  So  I  left/'  Merrill  said. 

He  then  spent  two  years  at  A&M  before  taking  a  job  at  Baylor.  He  traveled  extensively 
during  his  tenure  there  which  ended  in  1980.  Merrill  said  he  has  visited  at  least  two  foreign 
countries  a  year  since  1964  and  has  delivered  lectures  and  presentations  in  journalism  in 
between  70  to  80  countries. 

1  realized  when  I  was  teaching  (in  the  late  1950s)  that  journalism  students  knew 
nothing  about  the  press  systems  of  other  countries,  so  I  started  trying  to  work  that  into 
courses,"  Merrill  said.  "I  got  people  interested  in  starting  courses  in  comparative  journalism 
systems.  They  hadn't  done  much  of  that  before." 

"I  just  like  to  travel  and  I  like  other  cultures  and  I  think  journalism  students  ought  to 
v  as  much  about  the  press  systems  in  other  countries  as  they  do  in  this  country...  so  they 
can  put  their  own  system  in  context." 

Most  recently,  Merrill  has  worked  as  a  journalism  instructor  in  Cairo,  Egypt.  He  left  his 
position  there  when  NSU  Vice  President  of  External  Affairs  Jerry  Pierce,  a  former  student  of 
Merrill's,  contacted  him  with  the  offer  of  the  first  Wise  Endowed  Chair  in  Journalism.  Merrill 
said  his  NSU  career  will  probably  end  in  May  2006,  when  the  position  may  be  filled  by  another 
accomplished  journalism  instructor. 

Merrill  said  he  has  enjoyed  his  second  stay  at  NSU,  and  that,  despite  changes  in 
technology  and  size,  the  University  is  largely  the  same  as  he  remembers  it. 

There  are  more  students  now.  The  campus  is  a  lot  bigger,"  Merrill  said.  "We've  had 
integration  since  I  left,  so  it's  far  more  multicultural  now."
